The courthouse — a community 
center converted into a hall of 
justice — was opened to the press 
Sunday. There are reporters here 
from the ends of the earth but no 
one could recall a legal proceed­ 
ing — not even the Nuremberg 
war crimes trials — where se­ 
curity measures were so tight. 
Israel is determined to keep Eich­ 
mann alive until justice has run 
its course.

glass box 
dominates the 
courtroom.

Kitchen Far 


In Advance 


Many architects and builders 
point out that the most im portant 
stage in kitchen planning is the 
arrangem ent of the work centers 
and their relationship to one an­ 
other. 
The object of this planning is 
to save steps and to develop a 
smooth work pattern from food 
storage through preparation, cook­ 
ing, serving and clean-up. The 
traffic pattern should not inter­ 
fere with the flow of work. 
Three Work Centers 
Each work center—sink, range 
and 
refrigerator — should 
be 
within a few steps of one an­ 
other. To prevent wasted motion, 
the work triangle should be as 
sm all as possible. Since the sink 
in the most-used work center, it 
usually 
is placed between the 
range and refrigerator. 
The U-shaped kitchen, which 
utilizes three walls, is the most 
popular 
and 
efficient 
arrange­ 
ment as the traffic pattern is 
eliminated by the very nature of 
the design. 
Sink on End W’all 
In most U-shaped kitchens the 
sink is located on the end wall. 
Often this wall is at the rear of 
the house and the hom em aker can 
keep an eye on children in the 
back yard. The range then would 
be located on one side wall and 
the regrigerator on the other Cab­ 
inets and work areas would con­ 
nect the three work centers. 
Once the design is decided, it 
is im portant to work out the deco­ 
rative scheme. Both good looks 
and easy m aintenance are im ­ 
portant when decorating a kitch­ 
en. since costly redecorating bills 
can throw a fam ily budge out of 
joint.

the past, the education required 
of today, and the im aginative fore­ 
sight to predict with great ac­ 
curacy the foreseeable future 
To reiterate last week’s article. 
quite a few homeowners request 
our 
knowledge and experience, 
but will not take our advice as 
they-believe that they know what 
is to be known in our profes­ 
sion. 
In other words, it would lie 
disastrous if a person would go 
to a doctor and say, "Look. Doc., 
I am sick and I need, your ad­ 
vice and treatm ent, but before 
you start giving m e any advice or 
treatm ent, I will tell you w hat 
is wrong with m e and how to 
cure m y ailment. If this were the 
case, the world pooulation would 
not have increased by a billion 
over the last ten years. 
A Similar Case 
You will agree that this is ut­ 
terly ridiculous; but there is a 
sim ilarity when the homeowner 
calls a realtor for advice and 
knowledge which will benefit bim 
and cure the ailm ent preventing 
the sale of his property. 
By now you should know how 
the professional realtor with all 
his 
exnerience, 
education, 
and 
foresight 
determ ines 
what 
the 
m arket value o ^ a home shall be 
Before we go any further, let 
m e repeat — I said m arket value, 
which I defined in my last arti­ 
cle, not the cost of the home, 
nor 
the 
sentim ental 
value 
at­ 
tached to the home, but the price 
that an educated buyer will pay 
in the m arket place. 


There are three m ethods, or 
techniques, which we use inter­ 
changeably. Two methods which 
are known as the income ap­ 
proach and the cost approach are 
too complicated and too lengthy 
to 
outline 
here. 
However, 
the 
method most popular and widely 
used by the realtor in determ in­ 
ing m arket value is known as 
the MARKET DATA APPROACH 
The M arket D ata Approach is 
based on the principal of substi­ 
tution. which infers that a prudent 
man will not pay m ore to buy 
or rent, a property than it would 
cost him to buy or rent a com­ 
parable substitute property. The 
Market Data Approach recognizes 
that the typical buyer will coro­ 
un re 
asking 
prices 
and 
work 
through to the best deal avail­ 
able. Therefore, in the M arket 
Data Approach, 
the 
realtor-ap- 
praiser is observant of buyers’ 
actions and moods, as they af­ 
fect greatly the value of real 
estate. 
Observing 
the 
attitudes, 
ac­ 
tions, psychological moods of buy­ 
ers would tend to determ ine the 
price to be placed on a certain 
parcel of real estate which is 
realistic and which will attract 
and cause a buyer to act and 
begin negotiations. 
First Makes Survey 
Repeatedly when a realtor is 
called upon to appraise or sell a 
property, he first m akes a sur­ 
vey of the area surrounding the 
property to be appraised or sold. 
In order to locate com parable 
properties having sim ilar charact 
eristics, amenities, and features 


most closely related to the home­ 
owner’s property, he finds out all 
the factual data as to size, type, 
number of bedrooms, living area, 
etc. of properties that have been 
sold recently in the neighborhood. 
the num ber of homes vacant, are 
there any new homes being built 
in the area, what the civic prob­ 
lems are, and the employment 
situation. 
Subsequently 
he nar­ 
rows his scope to a sm all seg­ 
ment from the neighborhood close 
to the physical property itself. 
With all these items kept in, 
mind, we tend to com pare why 
certain properties were sold down I 
the street, which seem very iden-j 
tical to the property being ap-} 
praised, and then we place a 
sim ilar 
price on 
the 
property! 
making adjustm ents for the ad­ 
vantages and disadvantages pos­ 
sessed by the home being ap­ 
praised in relation to the other 
homes. 
('annot Sell For More 
In practical experience, a ranch 
home that has been sold down the 
street a-ways having the sam e 
physical characteristics and ad­ 
vantages, sold for x dollars, then 
the property we are appraising 
cannot 
sell for m ore than this I 
am ount no m atter how the home-| 
owner feels when he realizes that 
he m ust take a loss; but it is not 
a loss in reality, it is an adjust­ 
ment of the economy influenced 
by the supply and dem and of 
homes. 
I have touched very slightly on 
the principles which influence the 
price setting of value, but you can 
readily see that 
there are so 


m any influences that unless you 
take all of them into considera­ 
tion, you will tend to place a 
high price, or value, on the pro­ 
perty which no buyer is able to 
pay.

A 
glass 
box 
dominates 
the 
courtroom. 
Israeli 
police 
have 
fired machinegun bullets against 
the type of glass used in the box 
and achieved nothing more than 
tiny pock m arks. The box is to 
the right of the judges’ bench and 
contains three small chairs. The 
one in front is for Eichmann. The 
other two are for Israeli guards 
under orders not to speak to the 
prisoner. 


Eichmann 
will 
listen 
through 
headphones to 
the 
proceedings 
hat will determ ine whether he 
dies on the gallows. He can ask 
one of his guards for a glass of 
water and it will be handed to 
him silently. He cannot break his 
loneliness by leaning over and 
whispering to his lawyer as many 
defendants do. His lawyer will be 
sitting outside the glass box. The 
drone of the legal argum ents and 
Hie testimony will come to him 
through the headphones as if he 
were in another building in an­ 
other land.

“We have accounted for 563 sur­ 
vivors,” the spokesman for the 
agents said “We shall not know 
the final figures until tomorrow,” 


The ship sank in shallow waters 
off Ras A1 Ahaimah, Most of the 
passengers were Indians and Pak­ 
istanis but there also had been 
an undetermined number of Amer­ 
icans aboard. 


The British resident official here 
said there appeared to have been 
752 persons aboard the ship when 
the fire broke out- 550 regular 
passengers, 130 officers and crew­ 
men and the rest tally clerks, 
merchants and lalxirers from the 
port of Dubai.
